priſon,and theirobſtinacie to their end.

After their apprehenſion 
in the Countrie,and brought vp. to Lon- 
don, vponthe Apparance of their foule 
treaſon, before his Maieſties moſt Honos 
rable Councel}, they were by their com=- 
maundement committed to his Maieſti- 
cs Tower of London, where they wans« 
ted nothing, that in the mercy of a Chri- 
ſian prince, was thought fat,and indeed 
c00 good for ſo ynchriſtian offenders. 
For in the time of their impriſonment 
they.ſeemed to feele no part of feare, ei-- 
theref the wrath of God ,the doome of 
Tuſtice, or the. ſhame- of ſinne; but as 
it were, with ſeared Conſciences,ſenceles 
of grace, liued, as not looking to die, or 
not feeling the. ſorrovy of their finnes; 
and 8, (2 noſ{ubtill Foxe, or-rather 
Goole, that would: faine ſeame a Foxe, 
ſhall haue cauſe;to ſay or thinke,thatthe 
luſtice of the lawe hath not beene truely 
miniſtred, according to the rules of the 
dinine will, hehold herea truereport, as I 
ſajd before of their behauiour, andcarri- 
age.

giue iudgement on them, itwas ſtrange 
ro note theircarriage euenin their verie 
countenances ; Some hanging downe 
the heade, as it their heartes were tu'l of 
doggednes, and other forcing a ſterne 
 looke,asif they wonld feare death, with 
afrowne, neuer {ecming to pray, except 

it were by the dozen, ypon their beades, *' 
and taking Tabacco, asif that hanging 
were no trouble to them; laying Fuels 
but in commendation of their concei- 
ted religion, crauing mercy of neyther 
God nor the king for their offences,and 
making their Conſciences,as it were as 
wide as the worlde; and to the veric | 
om of Hell,to be the cauſe of theirhel- 

iſh courſes to make a worke merito- 
rious. | 
Now being come intothehall, and vp- 
pon the [caffold at the barre ſtanding to 
aunſwereto their [nditements, T hey all

After him vvent Winter,vp to the Scaffold 
vyhere he vied feyy vvords to aniegood 
efte, vvithour alking mercie of either 
God orthe king for iis offence, went vp- 
the ladder, and making a few prayers to 
himſelfe, ſtaide not long for his cxecu- 
tion 
After him went Graunt, who abho- 

minably blinded with his horrible ido- 
latrie, though heconfeſſed his offence to 
bee hainous, yet would faine haue excu- 
ted it by his conſcience, for Religion : a 
bloodie religion, to make ſo bloody a. 
* conſcience: bur better that his bloode 
and all ſuch as hee was, ſhould bee ſhed 
by the iuſtice of law, then the bloode of 
many thouſandes to have beene ſhedde 
by his villanie, withourt' lavve or juſtice:

Thenextday being Friday were dravyn 
trom the Tower to the olde pallace in 
VVeſtminſter, Thomas Winter ,Rooke woode 
Caigs and Faulkes, where Winter firſt bes 
ing broughttothe Scaffolde, made little 
ſpeech, butſceming after aſort as it were 
{orryforhis offence, and yetcroſſing him 
ſelſe, asthough thoſe were wardes to put 
by the Deuils Stoccadoes,hauing already 
made a wound 1n his foule,of which, he 
had notyet afull feeling, proteſting todie 
a true Catholicke as hee ſaid; with a very 
pale and dead colour wentvppe the Jad 
der,and after aſwing or two with a hal- 
ter, tothequartering block was drawn, 
and therequickliediſpatched, 

Next himcameX «ckwood, yyhormade 

a ſpeech of ſome longer time, confeſſing 
his oftenceto God, in ſecking. to ſnedde 
| blood,and asking therefore mercy ot his 
diuine Maicſhe, his offence to the King, 
of wholc Maieſtichee. likevyiſc humbly 
RW TIN 151 | agked 
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ſtate of whom in generall he asked fors 
glueneſſe, belecching God to bleſle the 
king, the Queene, and all his royall Proy 
genie, and that they might long live to 
raigne in peace, and happineſſe ouer 
this kingdom, but aſt of Il ro marre all 
the pottage with one fhlthy.weede to mar 
this good pravers with anil/concluſton : 
he praied God to makethe king a Catho- 
like,otherwiſeaPapiſt, which God for 
his mercy euerforbid:andſo beſeeching 
theKing ro bee good to. his wife and 
childien, proteſting todie in his Idolatry, 
a Romiſh Catholicke,hee wear vppe the 
ladder, and hanging till hee was almoſt 
dead, wvas drawnetothe blocke, where 
be gaue his laſt gaſpe. 

After him came Cares,who like a deſ- 
perate Villaine vſing little ſpeech, with 
fmall orno ſhew of repentance, wente 
Rourclie vp the ladder, wherenotſtaying 
the Hangmans turne, turned himſelteof 
with ſuch a leape, that vvith the. [yving,

T he Araignement andexecution 
he brake the Halter, but after his fall,was 
quicklie draw'ne to the blocke, and there 
was quickliedeuided into foure partes.
